that he had paid ‘money on a check 
Which he knew to have been indorsed 
with e fictitious name by a woman who 
Was not entitled to the money. 

The woman was carried on the pay- 
Tolls_as a substitute teacher, when as a 
inatter of fact she had never been. e1 
ployed aS a teacher. Peck made a tu 
acknowledgment of this and said that 
he had falsified the record because the 
woman threatened to make disclosures 
io Mrs. Peck. 

Peck Makes Full Comfemnion. 

Peck, who had been an employe of the 


School Beard for 12 years and had been 
chief clerK, in charge of the payrolls 
lor seven years made a full. confession 
to Attorney Lockwood and to Superin-, 
Aendent of Instruction Soldan list Sat- 
urday after the fictitious name had been 
discovered by Miss Schaeffer, an assist- 
ant in the clerk's office. 

Miss Schaeffer in going over the pay- 
rolis found the name “Mary L.. Mills” 
in the list of substitute teachers who 
had drawn pay for the last four months. 
The records showed that the amount 
paid to “Miss Millis” was $330 This is 
the amount on which the information 
_chargln forgery is based. ; 

Mi§$s Schaeffer told Prof. Soldan what 
@he had found.- Peck was summoned be- 
fore the guperintendent and Mr. Lock- 
wood, who is president of the Board. 

He made a full confession, saying that 
the woman who collected the meney had 
a claim on him and that she demanded 
that he pay her to prevent publicity. 
He.said he was willing to surrender to 
the authorities but that he would pre- 
fer to go to Jail rather than to the 
Penitentiary.

Pelligreen was_ op- 
posed to everything but surface lines, 
including both subways and _ elevated 
roads. He wanted St. Louis to be given 
an opportunity to spread out from Mis- 
souri Point on the north to Cape Girar- 
deau on ths south, and to gradually 
work its way west until it took in Jef- 
ferson City. This could never be ac- 
complished, he said, unless good sur- 
face transportation was formes. He 
declared that the United RailwaYs Co. 
was not giving the public the service it 
should. 


Walbridge in Doubt. 


(Cyrus P. Walbridge stated that he was 
not sure that he was in favor of a sub- 
way, but that he was decidedly in favor 
of the enabling legislation giving the 
city the power to build a subway when 


the time comes. : 
“I am in favor of breaking the 
bonds,”’ said Mr. Walbridge, “and giv- 


ing St. Louis-an opportunity to do what 
it wants to do.” 
F. H. Gerhart, a real estate dealer, 
called attention to the fact that the pro- 
posed bill did not in specific language 
authorize the city to operate the sub- 
way. He said he was opposed to the 
city building a subway unless it 
had the power to operate it. Gov. 
Francis said he was about to call at- 
tention to the same point, and that 
he, too, thought he bill ought. to give 
the city the right to operate the subway, 
although personally he was opposed to 
the municipality going into the trans- 
portation business. | 
He did not think the nill would pass 
unless this provision was incorporated. 
‘Mayor Wells said that his legal depart- 
ment had advised him that this power 
was implied in the act. Gov. Francis 
said the wy 4 ought not to be put in a 
position of being compelled to lease its 
subway after it had constructed it. 
After a long discussion the committee 
was authorized to incorporate the right 
to operate in the bill 


Brown Opposes Subway. 


In the midst of the discussion A. D. 
Brown, the shoe man, got the floor and 
made a vigorous objection to the gub- 
way. He described how he got ou. of 
breath climbing out of the subway in 
New York. He said the people in his 
factories were not now making much 
complaint about having to hang on the 
straps night and morning, but that even 
strap-hanging was preferable to sub- 
way riding. An elevated was much bet- 
ter, he said, because the people could 
then get daylight and sunshine—some- 
thing that everybody needs. 

Mayor Wells declared that in all great 
enterprises it Was necessary to trust 
Some one, somewhere, some time. He 
said he was not opposed to the grantinz 
of pawer to the city to operate the sub- 
way system, and thought that provision 
would facilitdte the passage of the en- 
abling legislation. He did not think the 
people would undertake to construct a 
subway, involving the expenditure of 
many millions of dollars, unless they 
were assured of a reasonable income to 
pay the interest and provide a sinking 
fund. 

The Mayor said the plan had been 
threshed out tn soston and New York. 
he said, had built a subway 
that relieved the congestion in the cen- 
tral district on such advantageous terms 
that the city had not been put to the 
expenditure of a dollar, The city had 
leased ite subway on a basis of 47% per 
cent on the cest of construction. with 
an additional 6 cents for each car trip. 
which tncreased the revenue to about 
5 per cent. He thought St. Louis could 
do as well as Roston. 

Robert Moore explained that Roston 
had built a $30,000,000 subway and leased 
it on terms that paid the interest and 
provided a sinking fund, and-that the 
city was now preparing to build % miles 
additional subway. New York and 
Boston had both leased their subways 
on such terms that at the expiration of 
the lease periods both cities would abso- 
lutely own them without the actual ex- 
penditure of a dollar. Subways had 
been the best investments for cities yet 
discovered, he said. 

Mr. Moore said he @id not think St. 
Louls now needed a subway, but in a 
few years it would. He called atten- 
tion to the growth of traffic on the 
Suburban line, which since 1902, exclud- 
ing the abnormal World's Fair traffic, 
had increased 13 per cent over each pre- 
ceding year. The increase on the United 
Railways linea in all parts of the city 
had been 8% per cent. The time woul 

soon be here when a subway would be 
a necessity.

tale without artifice or adornment. As 


& matter of fact, Shakspeare is ex- 


tremely difficult reading. The mere 
fact that he lived 30) years ago shows 
that historic sense and knowledge are 
required to understand him. Second 
place, while Shakspeare is very skillful 
in dramatic construction, he was notably 
more interested in manner than in mat- 
ter. He took his tale wherever he found 
it, quite regardless of how or where It 
had been used before, and embroidered 
it with his wonderful style. 
If ever there was a lover of the word 
for the’ word's sake, and style for style’s 
Sake, it was Shakspeare. As for 
thoughts, he seized them to the right 
and the left, wherever they might be ly- 
ing, in Bruno, in Lyty, in Marlowe, at
